Itwatused at an infirmary with 
forty five insane inmatet, twenty- 
three on the first fioor and twenty- 
two ou the lecond. Attendants 
Brown, Boseand wlfowere sleeping 
ou tbe ■ second fioor. Attendants 
Beid, Williamt and Freeman slept on 
the first fioor. The building was 
healed by hot-air furnaces. It was 
twelve degrees liclow zero when the 
walclinian discovered smoke issuing 
fidiii ilie lloor iiiinieiliaU'ly uliovc the 
liiriKu-o, luid awciki' Uic alliiulaiits. 
The sniukc at oiu c wasdrawntlirougli 
the hot-air lliii' and along liie halls to 
all parts of the building. 

nncuiMo THE PATtBHta. 
The tii-e rpread rapidly and all ef- 
lorls to save the bnilOing were use- 
less. Atkudaut W. A. Itoid began 
dragging: and carrying out patients. 
Many clad in night clothing only, 
rushed from the bitter cold air bark 
into the burning building. 

Held, at tlie risk of Ids life, strug- 
gled on till tn entv-one of his twenty- 
three patients were rescued, when he 
became exhausted. Ou the siiond 
floor alteudauts Itose and wife heard 
tlie alarm and escaped down the stair- 
way Just before it fell. Allendaut 
Brown sleeping on the second floor 
was awaken by the smoke. He at- 
tempted to save a patient in an ad- 
Joining room, failed, and sliding 
down a sheet from hit window. 
Jumped to the ground. Superintend- 
ent R, 8. Dewey retched the teene, 
and with ladders climbed to the sec- 
ond story window, smashed the M'in 
dow and rescued teveral patients. 
Almost sll the patients refuted to co- 
oiierate in the cTorls being made to 
save them, and were only rescued by 
being dragged from the llamet and 
held from rcturuiiig.

Dewey as' 
cended lt and broke the window- 
glass with hit hand, but bring nnable 
to bl eak the rash, descended for some 
implement to break it Meantime, 
Uelden'd shrieks were loud and 
agouiziug. As Dewey re-ascended, 
his cries died away. The smoke and 
flames jiourcd from the windows, bo 
that no help could be given ttioin 
Dr. Dewey, hearing cries for heli 
from another window, hurried to the 
rescue, and though a man of light 
build, dragged a 180-pound patienl 
through the window and bore him 
safoly to the ground.
